6.0. UKELY TO ALLOW 
RAILWAY BUS. SERVICE 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—(/)—If 
progress in railroad transportation is 
going to require the great transporta- 
tion systems to engage in picking up 
and delivering passengers and freight 
at house-door and store entrance, pres- 
ent indieations are that the interstate 
commerce commission is willing to 
facilitate the development. 

Although the commission last week 
closed one stage of the hot railroad 
contest over New York passenger busi- 
ness—entailing automobile service on 
an important scale—railroad men say 
the competitive controversy there is 
far from ended, and that the New 
York situation is being treated. as an 
opportunity for important experi- 
mentation with the possibilities. 

The Pennsylvania railroad, which 
owns one of the. best known of all 
passenger terminals in the heart of 
New York city, has found it somewhat 
inadequate to demands of modern 
travel. It sought permission to install 
a motorized system of pick-up and 
delivery of passengers at house or ho- 
tel doors, and was refused by the fed- 
eral agency. 

The commission’s decision, however, 
now appears to have been. sharply 
qualified; the Pennsylvania may have 
merely been refused the right to in- 
stall the auto. extensions for its pas- 
sengers on a schedule basis. 

Since one of its rivals, the Balti- 
more and Ohio, initiated automobile 
bus service right into Manhattan, 
avoiding difficulty with the commis- 
sion simply by doing it without filing 
regular transport schedules, it still is 
possible for the Pennsylvania to pro- 
ceed in some other fashion to supple 
ment its railroad cars with busses, 

The remarkable revolution in trans- 
port. conditions which development of 
automotive transport has _ brought 
about is regarded by interested people 
as best illustrated by the New York 
city squabble in which the commis- 
sion’s ruling was interjected. Though 
the Pennsylvania, like the New York 
Central, at a cost of hundreds of mil- 
lions, puts its its passenger rails into 
the city, less wealthy li:.es have been 
unable to match the facilities. They 
stopped on the Jersey shore. The Bal- 
timore and Ohio, permitted during the 
federal railroad contro] to run _ pas- 
senger trains into the Pennsylvania, 
New York terminals, was excluded as 
soon as carriers were returned to pri- 
vate control. Experimentally, the Bal- 
timore line installed a relatively inex- 
pensive Bus service from the Jersey 
shore into New York city, and the 
rubber-tired rigs have obviously work- 
ed havoc with the Pennsylvania’s pas- 
senger traffic, for that earrier, after 
two years of experienée, applied to the 
commission for authority to run busses 
out of its New York and Newark ter- 
minals to reach right into the resi- 
dence districts and pick up the passen- 
gers who were finding the several scat- 
tered B. & QO. bus stations in New 
York eity convenient. 

Promptly, not oalv the Baltimore 
and QVhio, but the other roads with 
terminals on the Jersey Central shore 
intervened. If the Pennsylvania were 
allowed with all its Manhattan ter- 
minal advantage to run busses and 
accomplish house-door delivery of rail 
passengers, they would be forced to 
follow suit, they said. A great in- 
crease in New York's already congest- 
ed street traffic was among the possi- 
bilities foreseen and touched on in the 
argument, 

Nevertheless, though the commission 
tentatively ruled against the proposals 
as filed, the language of the decision 
1S so worded, many say, as to permit 
further experimentation. The commis- 
sion is known to consider that a pos- 
sible co-operation of railroads in bus 
and truck operation in cities might be 
highly advantageous: that transport 
Systems.can be so related as to reduce 
present congestion in cities very ma- 
terially when the rail carriers are 
willing to assume responsibility for 
organizing their traffic service gener- 
ally a step further than they have 
hitherto carried it.

The postmaster general and his 
main financial assistant announce 
that “the only way” to cure the 
annual deficit in the postal depart- 
ment is to hike the letter, or first- 
class mail, rate to 24 cents per 
ounce. That 25 per cent increase 
is figured to put the postal service 
On a pay-aS-you-go basis. 

“We see no other way out,” the 
postal officials say, “but if the pub- 
lic or congress sees one, we shall be 
glad to have them point it out.” 


In a recent issue of the Joliet 
(lil.) Spectator, its editor, J. H. 
Garnsey, printed a pungent criti- 
cism of the enormous abuses of the 
free mail privileges taken by mem- 
bers of congrgss. They load the 
mails daily with tons of printed and 
personal matter, wholly inconse- 
quential to the public business, and 
more often promptly discarded by 
the constituent than opened and 
read. 


It has been authoritatively figured 
by other postmasters general that 
the reduction of the free mail 
privilege to congressmen, except 
for purely official letters to other 
government’agencies, would prevent 
any deficit in postal business bal- 
ances.

Put in Rogues Gallery 


NEW YORK, July 13.—(#)—The 
health department has established a 
“rogues gallery” of medical quackery. 
Commissioner Shirley W. Wynne an- 
nounced today. 

It is a list of 25,000 manufactur- 
ers and peddlers of allegedly fake 
remedies and contains “word pietures” 
of quack doctors all over the United 
States. It took six months to com- 
plete and is said to be the first of 
its kind in any health department in 
the world, 

It was originally advocated by 
Commissioner Wynne for use in an 
attempt to rid the radio field of ques- 
tionable broadcasting on medical and 
similar matters. A majority of the 
radio stations here agreed to bar such 
undesirable broadcasts.

Week Sees France and Italy 
Draw Nearer Naval Parley 


Britain and France Also 
See Internal Parliamen- 
tary Disturbance With 
Cabinets Winning. 


BY ALEXANDER H. UHL, 
Associated Press Cable Editor. 
Despite the present disagreement 
between France and Italy over the 
question of their respective navies. 
plans for further discussion of 
Foreign Minister Briand’s proposal 
for a European federation went ahead 
during the week and it seemed likely 
definite reactions from most of the 
European states would be in hand be 
fore long. ! 
It is on the relations between 
France and Italy that Huropean 
statesmen have centered much atten- 
tion in recent years and the past 
week saw several important develop- 
ments which probably will have con- 
siderable weight in the formulation 
of European relations in the future. 
In the first place Italy’s reply to 
Briand’s European federation pro- 
posal raised the question of revision 
of treaties, a factor that also entered 
into the German and Hungarian re- 
plies. In French cirsles it was felt 
this allusion of the three powers to 
dissatisfaction with the post-war 
treaties could be straightened out 
should a large majority of European 
states signify their desire to join a 
large European union helpful to all. 
The Italian reply expressed Italy's 
willingness to join in discussion of the 
riand plan but laid down certain 
ped les which Italy believes should 
e adhered to. These included invi- 
tations to Russia and Turkey and the 
Italian contention that it would be 
unwise to place the concept of se- 
curity as the basis for a European 
union. 
Foundation. 


Italy also held that disarmament 
was the foundation of security which 
differs from the traditional French 
attitude that security should be the 
basis of disarmament. 

In general the answers thus far re- 


certain dissatisfaction among certain 
of the European countries with the 
war settlements and at the same time 
determination that nothing must im- 
pair the authority of the League of 
Nations. 

About half of the 26 nations which 
received the Briand proposals have 
replied or have dispatched answers 
and the rest are expected to do so 
shortly. 

A second important development in 
the relations between France and 
Italy was the announcement by 
Foreign Minister Briand that France 
would suspend all new naval build- 
ing until December with the idea of 
making it easier for France and Italy 
to go ahead with naval negotiations 


as between themselves so as to reach 
some kind of an agreement. France 


and Italy failed of agreement at the 
London naval conference and efforts 
to reach a settlement have been talked 
of ever since. 

The foreign minister made a point 
of saying that “another war in Eu- 
rope is impossible and inadmissable 
—thus answering war scare talk that 
had been cropping up in various quar- 
ters. 

In French circles the foreign min- 
ister’s announcement was looked upon 


‘as a clear-cut gesture of friendliness 


in an effort to reach an agreement 
with Italy. In Rome there was some 
doubt expressed as to whether it had 
gone far enough to match the Italian 
offer of indefinite suspension of the 
1930 program. 

‘ While Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States have reached an agree- 
ment among themselves, the French 
and Italian situation is of the greatest 
importance, since the three-power 
agreement has a “safety clause” by 
which heav uilding on the part of 
any power outside of the agreement 
would permit additional building by 
the big naval powers. ‘ 

Home Troubles.- 

While international developments 
came thick and fast, both the French 
and British governments were having 
their troubles with the opposition at 
home. In Great Britain, Ramsay 
MacDonald managed to pull out a two- 
vote victory on an amendment to the 
finance bill. It was a dramatic strug- 
gle and only the fact that several 
liberals voted for the government pre- 
vented a-government defeat. How- 
ever, none of the political parties seem 
keen for a dissolution of parliament 
and.a new election and it seemed like- 
ly that the laborite ministry would 
survive the summer. 

In France, the socialists pitched into 
the Tardieu government with interpel- 
lations, but the government had little 
difficulty gaining a vote of confidence 
and Tardieu skillfully ended the ses- 
sions, which means that the cabinet 
will continue in power at least until 
October, when parliament reassem- 
bles. 

Viceroy Irwin, in India, addressing 
the Indian legislature, made a speech 
that puzzled the British press some- 
what. He said the’ coming round- 
table conference in London on Indian 
affairs would have a free hand and 
that the recent Simon report would 
merely serve as a valuable guide. He 
also reiterated dominion status as the 
ultimate Indian goal. His address 
served to placate some Indian opinion 
although the nationalists still refused 
to accept it as satisfactory. 

During the week Cardinal Vannu- 
telli, dean of the college of cardinals, 
died at the age of 93. Another world- 
known figure to pass on was Sir Ar- 
thur Conan Doyle, famous creator 
of Sherlock Holmes and widely known 
for his belief in gpiritualism. The 
Doyle family confidently expects some 
message from Sir Arthur. 

General Friedrich von Bernhardi, 
widely known in the United States as 
a preacher of militarism and for his 
book, “Germany and the Next War,” 
died at the age of 81.

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Italy Enters Inter-Zone 
Finals for Second 
Time.

GENOA, Italy, July 18.—()—The 
potent racquet of Baron Humbert L. 
de Morpurco carried Italy into the 
interzone finals of Davis cup tennis 
competition today for the second time 
in three years. 

Playing in his finest form, the Ital- 
jan ace swept Yoshiro Obta, of Japan, 
off his feet in straight sets to enable 
the Italians to win the series, three 
matches to two. De Morpurgo, giv- 
ing Ohta only three games all told, 
won by scores of 6-0, 6-2, 6-1. 

Earlier in the day, Takei¢hi Hara- 
da, who had beaten Morpurgo in 8in- 
gles on Friday, conquered Georgio de 
Stefani in straight sets, 6-2, 7-5, 7-5, 
to deadlock the series at two victories 
apiece. 

Italy’s triumph qualified Morpurgo 
and his mates for the interzone finals 
against the United States at Paris 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday. The 
winner of this series will gain the 
right to meet France, holder of the 
cup for three years, in _the challenge 
round at Paris. July 25, 26 and 27. 

Morpurgo, who plans to retire from 
international tennis competition after 
this year, played a brilliant all around 
game that held Ohta helpless. The 
baron showed no signs of the illness 
which was reported to have handi- 
capped his play against Harada on 
Friday. 

He raced through the first set with- 
out the loss of a single game, allow- 
jing Ohta only six points in the first 
five games and only 11 aH told in 
the entire set. The Japanese put up 
a little better defense in the next two 
sets but at no time was he dan- 
gerous. 

Harada, playing a high grade game 
all the way, gave De Stefani a tennis 
lesson in their match.
